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As  of  press  time  (early  June)  we  expect  that  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency 
hearings  will  run  through       August  and  possibly  September.    All  listed 
programs  are  subject  to  preemption,  depending  on  the  days  and  length  of 
the  open  sessions. 

Pacifica's  Washington  Bureau  will  anchor  the  hearings  at  the  Senate  Select 
Committee  with  their  customary  flavor  of  irreverent  wit  and  suppressed 
outrage.    Our  coverage  will  include  special  features  ranging  from  areas  not 
included  in  the  Committee's  probe    'those  may  be  mainly  international  in 
character),  to  parables  from  the  works  of  Franz  Kafka,  and  highlights  from 
the  oeuvre  of  E.  Howard  Hunt. 

At  7:00  p.m.  we  will  broadcast  an  evening  summary  documentary  of  the 
day's  hearing.    The  morning  sessions  will  probably  begin  at  the  West  Coast 
ungodly  hour  of  6:45  a.m.,  and  the  afternoon  hearings  will  resume  at  about 
10:30  a.m.    KPFK's  lunch  break  will  include  investigative  reports,  guests  and 
open  phones,  commentaries  and  comedies.

"IN  THE  MATTER  OF  RICHARD  M.  NIXON"  ■ 


The  Armstrong  Foundation  has  awarded  KPFK  a  Merit  Certificate  in  the 
Education  category,  non-commercial  division,  for  its  dramatic  recreation 
of  the  Watergate  prosecutor's  oral  arguments  before  the  Supreme  Court 
requesting  access  to  the  White  House  Tapes.    The  broadcast  is  the  collective 
effort  of  the  station's  staff. 

The  program  also  won  this  year's  Corporation  For  Public  Broadcasting  Award 
in  the  area  of  Special  Events  Coverage. 

Listeners  may  remember  that  the  program  aired  only  a  day  after  the  actual 
event.    The  transcripts  were  flown  from  Washington,  xeroxed  and  collated 
only  hours  before  air  time,  and  the  actors  had  less  than  an  hour  to  study 
their  parts. 

In  The  Matter  of  Richard  M.  Nixon  featured  actore  Peter  Bonerz,  Harris 
Vulin  and  Dudley  Knight  as  attorneys  Jaworski,  St.  Clair  and  Lacovera, 
and  included  Marvin  Miller  in  the  roster  of  Supreme  Court  judges. 

About  an  hour  before  the  program  was  to  air  we  learned  of  the  death  of 
Chief  Justice  Earl  Warren,  and  the  program  was  dedicated  to  him. 

To  our  knowledge  the  broadcast  represents  the  only  general  media  pre- 
sentation of  the  complete  Supreme  Court  transcript.    The  form  of  its 
presentation  through  the  concept  of  a  "news  theater"  lends  itself  to  other 
current  events  where  media  is  barred  from  broadcasting  live  or  taping.
